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HAKLEM RACING. 

Harlem seems to have most of the bad Inck in 
the way of weather. Yesterday was the begin- 
ing of their fifth two weeks’ meeting and the 
afternoon was cold, wet and raw. Still, the 
regnlars turned ont in fall force and the attend- 
ance was all that conld be expected on such a 
day. The card originally offered was an extra 
good one, but owing to the condition of the 
track it was hurt by (xtensive scratching. 

As a rule the races were run to form and the 
eport was rather tame; bat the spectators were 
treated to one sensation and also one very close 
finish 

The sensation was the defeat of Montgomery 
in the fourth race, and with him fell a bunch 
of big bettors as well as a major! y of the sure 
thing players. Track and everything con- 
sidered Montgomery did certainly look like a 
sure winner. Burns was up and tbst made it 
all the stronger. Three to ten was the first and 
best price offered against Msgrane’s sprinter. 
*‘Jack the Bookie” pot this price up and he got 
a Sl.OOO bst at that price, then Montgomery’s 
price settled to 1 to 4. This looked like royal 
interest on one’s money, and the way in which 
the tight speculators opened up was a caution. 

At the first break the field was off with Mont- 
gomery flying a half length in front Tte horse 
was at his best and Burns went right on with 
him hoping to stop the others off in the first 
half. Harry Thobnrn, however, refuspd to be 
stepped, and right at Montgomery’s throat 
latch, went the first half in 494 seconds. This 
was phenomenal time consicericg the condition 
of the track. At the head of the stretch Mont- 
gomery and Harry Thoburn were racing like a 
team and then it was cnly a question as to 
which would be the first one to show the white 
feather. Montgomery never was very stout- 
hearted, and ha was the first one to succumb 
under pressure, and when he did go he col- 
lapsed ell in a heap. This took place about 
the eighth post when ha swerved badly and 
came near felling over the inside fence. After 
that Harry Thobnrn had everything his own 
way and won rather easily by about a half 
length. 

In the last race, a three-quarter selling affair, 
was where the close finish took place. It 
stirred the crowd up to its highest pitch of 
excitement. The Harlem stand is built on 
such an angle that from where the most of the 
spectators see the races it is almost impossible 
for them bo have any idea what the the winner 
is when it is at all close, consequently this 
makes it embarrassing for the judges. They, 
and they only are iu a position to see and 
rarely make a mistake as to placing the 
horses, and when a crowd gathers and makes 
a lot of noise after a decision has 
been made it makes a mistaken and uncalled- 
for waste of wind and temper. There was con- 
siderable noise and bad talk after Little Jack 
Horner had been decided the winner over Jim 
Qore II.. but anyone in a position to 
sea knew that the judges were right. The fin- 
ish was one of those peculiar ones with one 
horse on the extreme inside and the other be- 
yond the center of the track on the outside. 
Little Jack Horner happened to have the rail 
and he got the decision which was perfectly 
correct. Hermoso, who finished third in this 
race, was much the best and but for being re- 
peatedly bumped by Little Jack Horner when 
coming through the stretch he could not have 
lost. 

What er Lon won from a bunch of other good 
old “has beens” very easily in the first race. 
Behind him were such once good ones as Good- 
rich, Macy and Hugh Penny. All are stake win- 
ners and at some time or other were record- 
holders.

On the latter Abe Jacobs, of the Olympic 
Theater, made a “killing.” He bad several 
commissioners out to play it and averaged 4 to 1 
for bis money. 

Some time ago Daily Bacing Form charged 
Florizar with being a sulker. Mr. Scoggan, 
who owns the colt, says this is incorrect. He 
states that Rorizar is a slow beginner and as 
he is a big over-grown youngster, he never has a 
chance to really get to going in sprinting dis- 
tance races. Mr. Scoggan has bad many good 
racehorses in his time, but predicts that Flori- 
zar will be one of the best, if not the best, three- 
year old be ever owned. 

IROQUOIS AND SENSATION DEAD. 

Two great sons of Leamington have died 
witbjn a few days. They were P. Lorillard’s 
Sensation aad General W. H. Jackson’s 
Iroquois. Sensation’s fame as a racehorse was 
confined to his two-year-old career when he 
won eight races and met with no defeat. A 
split hoof led to his retirement to the stud 
where bis success has been a tribute, to bis 
greatness as a worthy representative of a splen- 
did line of racehorses. Today bis two-year-old 
eon Demccrat is the b?st of his age in 
Bnglat d and he stands second on the list of 
winning sires of the year in that country.' Iro- 
quois was the more noted of the two as a race 
horse, bis fame as the only American winner of 
the Epsom Derby and the St. Legsr being world 
wide. In the stud he has begotten many fine 
racehorses of which none were batter than the 
two brothers Huron and G. W. Johnson. 
Messrs. Bromley & Co.’s Windmere that ran 
third in this years Futurity is one of his sons. 
The loss of such grand horses is severe to their 
owners and the breeding inteiests of this 
country alike.
